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FOREWORD 


I am pleased to submit this first Annual Report for Public 
Harbours and Port Facilities. This report is presented pursuant to 
Section 14 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act. 


The passage of Bill C-92 and the recent transfer of the 
Public Works Canada Marine Program to Transport Canada mark two 
significant steps towards an improved port system. Bull 0292 
establishes a common set of objectives for the three groups of federal 
ports which have evolved in Canada. It thereby provides for their 
further integration into an effective national port system. The 
legislation also improves Transport Canada's ability to incorporate 
local and regional sensitivities into the development and administration 
of the port system. The transfer of the Public Works Marine Program to 
Transport Canada assigns Transport Canada the authority and 
responsibility for port facility expenditure decisions. In so doing 
expenditure decisions can be analyzed from a global perspective in terms 
of public transport needs and the means by which the national 
transportation system can efficiently and effectively respond to those 
needs. 


The port system with its ability to support the safe and 
efficient movement of vessels and transfer of cargoes is a significant 
tool for fostering regional economic growth. Local ports are also 
critical to the life of many communities. I trust that the information 
contained within this report will provide readers with a better 
appreciation of those ports administered under the Act.

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PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


TRANSFER OF DPW MARINE PROGRAM 


On April 1, 1983 program responsibility for the Public Works Canada 
(PWC) Marine Construction program was transferred to Transport 
Canada. PWC, as a service agency, retained responsibility for 
project implementation whereas Transport assumed responsibility for 
expenditure decisions. The transfer supports the concept of port 
investment decisions being related to client needs and ensuring that 
those decisions are made in consideration of the capacity of the 
total national transport system to meet those needs. 


The Harbours and Ports Directorate in the Marine Administration of 
Transport Canada had been reorganized two years earlier in 
anticipation of the transfer. In 1983/84 it assumed full 
responsibility for program planning and expenditure management of 
those public ports directly administered by Transport Canada. 


MASTER PLANNING 


A complete review of the requirement for public port infrastructure 
was well underway in 1983/84. The examination commenced in 1982/83 
and involved a review of existing port infrastructure, projecting 
the needs of clients and planning for infrastructure which could 
meet those needs. Studies were carried out by the Directorate on a 
regional basis under the direction of steering committees comprised 
of federal and provincial representatives. 

All studies will be complete in 1984/85. Decisions as to facility 
retention, investment or divestment will follow to rationalize the 
port system in terms of traffic demand and program mandate. 


EMPLOYMENT AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES 


The capital program for facilities development received significant 
injections of capital in 1983/84 from the Special Recovery Capital 
Projects Program, Lower St. Lawrence/Gaspésie Economic Development 
Plan, Federal Development Strategy for PEI and Special Employment 
Initiatives Programs. Twenty-six capital projects totalling $82 
million were in progress in 1983/84 by these mechanisms. They 
represented 46% of 1983/84 capital expenditures, demonstrating the 
use of the ports program as a vehicle to support broad 
socio-economic objectives. 


ADMINISTERED PRICES PROGRAM 


In 1983/84, Transport Canada continued its policy review of user 


charges at departmentally administered ports. The concern that has 
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ADMINISTERED PRICES PROGRAM (Cont 'd) 


triggered the tariff review includes significant differences between 
the user charges assessed at these ports in comparison to those 
charged at other federal commercial ports and the relatively low 
rate of revenue generation occurring in terms of program 
expenditures. 


Actual tariff and lease rent increases have been maintained during 
past years in accordance with the 6 & 5 & 4 limits established by 
the Administered Prices Program. 


REVISED PORT LEGISLATION 


Bill C-92 was passed in 1983 creating the "Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act", the “Canada Ports Corporation Act” and revising 
other related legislation. The Bill provided for a common set of 
objectives for those ports administered by the Department, those 
ports of the Canada Ports Corporation and those organized as Harbour 
Commissions. This common set of objectives will greatly facilitate 
the integration of these three groups of public ports which have 
evolved in Canada, into a national port system. Also provided for 
were mechanisms to permit consultation with and input from groups 
vitally interested in the development and administration of ports. 
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PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 14 of the “Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act", states 
that “the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each 
fiscal year, prepare a report showing the financial operations of 
all public harbours and public port facilities for that fiscal year 
and shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the 
first fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after 
he completes it”. This report has been prepared to meet this 
requirement. 


The report excludes ports of the Canada Ports Corporation and those 
ports organized as Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under 
other Acts and have other reporting requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the Minister 
of Transport the control and management of all harbours, wharves, 
piers and breakwaters that are the property of Canada and not the 
responsibility of another Minister. The “Public Harbours and Ports 
Planning Element" maintains, administers and develops’. port 
facilities at 366 geographically dispersed sites, primarily in 
support of commercial transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels engaged in 
the transport of commodities, goods or passengers. It generally 
excludes fishing and recreational vessels which fall within the 
mandate of the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services 
are also generally excluded. However, certain ports administered by 
Transport Canada may support fishing, recreational or ferry 
activity at locations where it is economic for several types of 
users to share the same facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional 
significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a basic 
transport link to communities for the supply of essential goods and 
foodstuffs and for passenger service. In these areas few rail or 
road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive. 
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PORT OPERATIONS (Cont'd) 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient transport for 
bulk commodities with low value per unit of cargo volume or weight. 
Examples are ore concentrates, pulpwood or grain. These ports 
generally support local industrial needs and may be the only 
transport alternative where overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or several 
large industries, Transport Canada's operational role at the port is 
normally limited to such functions as monitoring port operations, 
enforcing regulations regarding facility use and collecting user 
fees. Direct service activities such as cargo handling are supplied 
by the private sector. 


The majority of the public ports generate limited revenues and 
therefore are financed largely by appropriations. 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVE 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to 
ports of the Canada Ports Corporation and those organized as Harbour 
Commissions by a common set of objectives. These objectives seek to 
achieve a port system that: 


a) is an effective instrument of support for the achievement of 
Canadian international trade objectives and of national, 
regional and local economic and social objectives; 


b) is efficient; 


c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the movement 
of goods and persons to users of Canadian ports; 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air 
transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered through five regional offices with 
overall coordination provided by a Headquarters unit, the Harbours 
and Ports Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port administration varies 
according‘to the complexity of local operations. A policy has been 
partially implemented whereby the most demanding sites will be 
administered by full time public servants who serve as port 
Managers. Otherwise, Transport Canada is represented locally by 
“Fee-of-Office” appointees who are compensated on a commission basis 
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PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION (Cont ‘d) 


from fees collected from port users. These appointees, known as 
Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, are politically appointed and are 
active at ports as traffic demands. The least active sites have no 
local representation. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users based on trade practice. These 
include the following major types of charges: 


Harbour Dues - a charge assessed against a vessel for entering 
any public harbours based on the size of the vessel. The 
charge is collected from each vessel only twice per year 
irrespective of how many public harbours the vessel enters. 


Berthage — a charge assessed against a vessel for 
occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on 
the size of vessel and its length of stay. 


Wharfage - a charge assessed against cargo moved over 
a public wharf. Charges are based on the type of 
cargo with a rate per tonne or metre. 


Storage — a charge for use of sheds or open space for 
assemblage or distribution of cargbes. The charge is 
based on space occupied and duration of use. 


Letting - a rent based usually on the market value of the 
property is assessed to the tenant for the use of the land. 


An annual tariff schedule is published for all charges. Tariff 
rates are approved by Order-In-Council. Where capital development 
is being undertaken for the benefit of a major user, these tariffs 
may be supplemented or replaced by negotiated surcharges. The 
surcharges are designed to improve the overall rate of cost recovery 
on the investment. 


REGIONAL AND LOCAL SENSITIVITY 


Provision is made under the new Act for the formation of Public 
Harbour Advisory Councils to encourage local input into port 
development and ongoing port administration. 
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III FINANCIAL REVIEW 


Total expenditures in 1983/84 were $43.8 Million as shown below. 
Ninety-nine percent of program funding is from appropriation with 
the residual amount consisting of commissions paid to “fee-of- 
office" appointees from revenues collected at ports.

Gross revenues in 1983/84 for the program was $/.6 million which 
represents 37.1% of non-capital expenditures and 17.4% of total 
expenditures. 


In 1983/84, 241 fee-of-office appointees represented Transport 
Canada at its ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged from 
$27,189 to Nil depending upon the level of traffic at the port and 
the activity of the appointee. For those appointees receiving 
commissions, the average annual commission paid was $1,916. The 
level of remuneration, provides limited financial incentive to 
attract and motivate candidates at smaller ports. Appreciation must 
be expressed to appointees at certain ports, who provide sound port 
administration to the benefit of their community, while receiving 
minimal commissions. ; 


Of the 410 sites identified within the program, 35 accounted for 
revenues of $5.7 million or 75% of the gross revenues. Port 
specific revenues provide a good indicator of the level of 
“commercial” activity at a port. However, it understates the level 
of total port activity due to the preferential tariffs provided to 
fishing vessels, the limitations on payment of Harbour Dues, and 
other factors.

ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS 


In 1983-84 Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures 
at 410 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a 
proclaimed harbour without any shore facilities or simply a land 
interest. Port infrastructure exists at 366 sites. Development of 
the site listing was problematic as sites have historically lapsed 
into inactivity without formally being divested. The site list 
will be adjusted in subsequent years to reflect the process of 
developing new sites or divesting of inactive sites. 


All 1983/84 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis 
consistent with the "Public Accounts” presentation. Specifically 
excluded are depreciation expense, accommodations provided by 
Public Works Canada, common services provided by Supply and 
Services, Canada and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works 
Canada.

Where site 
specific costs were known, the overhead was adjusted accordingly.

1. Total Revenue - revenue from all sources including harbour 
dues, wharfage, berthage, storage, licences, lease, recoveries 
and other. 


2. Commissions - fees paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, 
including CPP/UIC. 


3. Operating and Maintenance - all Vote 10 project expenditures 
including O&M dredging. 


4. Capital - all Vote 15 project expenditures including major 
capital, minor capital and capital dredging. 


5. Total Appropriations - all Vote 10 and Vote 15 project 
expenditures (excludes overheads).

6. Applied Overheads - regional and headquarters overheads 
allocated to sites. 


7. Other Expenditures - non-project expenditures that are site- 
specific but not overhead, such as inspections, site master 
plans and feasibility studies.

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FOREWORD 


I am pleased to submit this second Annual Report to 
Parliament for Public Harbours and Port Facilities. This report is 
presented pursuant to Section 14 of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act (1983). 


The passage of Bill C-92 in 1983 and the transfer of 
responsibility from the Public Works Canada Marine Program to Transport 
Canada in the same year mark two significant steps toward an improved 
port system. The Act establishes a common set of objectives under the 
National Port Policy, for the three groups of federal ports which have 
evolved in Canada: Ports Canada, Harbour Commissions, and Public 
Harbours as administered directly by the Harbours and Ports 
Directorate, Transport Canada. It thereby provides for their further 
integration into an effective national port system. The legislation 
also improves Transport Canada's ability to incorporate local and 
regional sensitivities into the development and administration of the 
port system. The transfer of responsibilities from the Public Works 
Marine Program to Transport Canada assigns to the Minister of Transport 
authority and responsibility for port facility expenditure decisions; 
this allows those decisions to be made from a global perspective in 
terms of public transport needs and the means by which the national 
transportation system can efficiently and effectively respond to those 
needs. 


The port system with its ability to support the safe and 
efficient movement of vessels and transfer of cargoes is a significant 
tool for developing regional economic growth. Local ports are also 
critical to the life of many communities. I trust that the information 
contained within this report will provide readers with a better 
appreciation of the public harbours and ports administered under the 
Act.

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CHAPTER I - PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 14 of the “Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act” states 
that "the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each 
fiscal year, prepare a report showing the financial operations of 
all public harbours and public port facilities for that fiscal year 
and shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the 
first fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after 
he completes it.” This report has been prepared to meet this 
requirement. 


The report excludes ports of the Canada Ports Corporation, Local 
Port Corporations and those ports organized as Harbour Commissions. 
These ports fall under other Acts and have other reporting 
requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the Minister 
of Transport the control and management of all harbours, wharves, 
piers and breakwaters that are the property of Canada and not the 
responsibility of another Minister. The Program currently involves 
maintenance, administration and development of facilities at 465 
geographically dispersed sites, primarily in support of commercial 
transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels engaged 
in the transport of commodities, goods or passengers. It generally 
excludes fishing and recreational vessels which fall within the 
mandate of the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services 
are also generally excluded. Certain ports administered by 
Transport Canada, however may support fishing, recreational or 
ferry activities at locations where it is economic for several 
types of users to share the same facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional 
significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a basic 
transport link to communities for the supply of essential goods and 
foodstuffs and for passenger service. In these areas few rail or 
road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive. 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient transport 
for bulk commodities with low value per unit of cargo volume or 
weight. Examples are ore concentrates, pulpwood or grain. These 


ports generally support local industrial needs and may be the only 
transport alternative where overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or several 
large industries, Transport Canada's operational role at the port 
is normally limited to such functions as monitoring port 
operations, enforcing regulations regarding facility use and 
collecting user fees. Direct service activities such as cargo 
handling are supplied by the private sector.. 


The majority of the public ports generate limited revenues and 
therefore are financed largely by appropriations. 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to 
ports of Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions by a common set 
of objectives. These objectives seek to achieve a port system 
that: 


a) is an effective instrument of support for the achievement of 
Canadian international trade objectives and of national, 
regional and local economic and social objectives; 


b) is efficient; 


c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the movement 
of goods and persons to users of Canadian ports, and 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air 
transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered through five regional offices with 
overall coordination provided by a Headquarters unit, the Harbours 
and Ports Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port administration varies 
according to the complexity of local operations. A small number of 
the most active sites are supervised by full time public servants 
who serve as port or area managers. In most cases Transport Canada 
is represented locally by "Fee of Office" appointees who are 
compensated on a commission basis from a percentage of the fees 
collected from port users. These appointees known as Harbour 
Masters and Wharfingers, are appointed by the Minister of Transport 
and are as active at ports as traffic demands. The least active 
sites have no local representation. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users under the Public Harbours 
and Port Facilities Act based on trade practice. They include 
the following major types of charges: 


Harbour Dues - a charge assessed against a vessel for 
use of a public harbour based on the size of the vessel 
and the type of operation. 


Berthage - a charge assessed against a vessel for 
occupying a berth at a port. The charge is based on the 
size of vessel and its length of stay. 


Wharfage - a charge assessed against cargo moved 
over a public wharf. Charges are based on the type 
of cargo with a rate per tonne or metre. 


Storage - a charge for use of sheds or open space 
for assemblage or distribution of cargoes. The 
charge is based on space occupied and duration of 
use. 

Letting - a rent based usually on the market value 


of the property is assessed to the tenant. 


An annual tariff schedule is published for all charges. Tariff 
rates are approved by Order-In-Council. Where capital 
development is being undertaken for the benefit of a major 
user, these tariffs may be supplemented or replaced by 
negotiated surcharges. The surcharges are designed to improve 
the overall rate of cost recovery on the investment. 


REGIONAL AND LOCAL SENSITIVITY 


Provision is made under the new Act for the formation of Public 
Harbour Advisory Councils (PHACs) to encourage local input into 
port development and ongoing port administration. PHAC's have 
now been appointed by the Minister of Transport at:

CHAPTER II - PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


MASTER PLANNING AND ASSET MANAGEMENT 


A complete review of the requirements for public port 
infrastructure was well underway in 1984-85. The examination 
commenced in 1982-83 and involved a review of existing port 
infrastructure, projecting the needs of clients and planning for 
infrastructure which could meet those needs. Studies were carried 
out by the Directorate on a regional basis under the direction of 
a steering committee comprised of federal and provincial 
representatives. 


All studies were completed by 1984-85, and a long-term Asset 
Management Plan was under development (completed in 1985-86). 
Decisions as to facility retention, investment or divestment will 
follow to rationalize the port system in terms of traffic demand 
and program mandate. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES 


The Canada-Quebec Economic and Regional Development Agreement 
was signed on December 14, 1984, by the respective Governments, and 
the transportation sub-agreement aimed at development in isolated 
regions was concluded on July 8, 1985. Within the $170M envelope, 
$10M has been set aside for three marine related projects. These 
involve relocation of the wharf at St. Augustin and reconstruction 
of the wharves at Tête-à-la Baleine and Harrington Harbour. The 
project at St. Augustin is presently underway and scheduled for 
completion in 1988-89. The projects at Harrington Harbour and 
Tête-à-la Baleine are scheduled to begin in the upcoming year with 
completion dates of 1987-88 and 1988-89 respectively. 


The Canada-Prince Edward Island Economic and Regional Development 
Agreement and transportation sub-agreement were both signed on 
June 13, 1984. The sub-agreement involves a $25M federal 
expenditure for highway and ports work in P.E.I. The marine 
projects are port development at Souris and dredging and wharf 
strengthening for a deep water berth at Summerside. These are both 
to be 100% federally funded and have a combined cost of $8.1M. The 
project at Summerside received preliminary project approval August 
8, 1984, which provided for design work; actual construction work 
is scheduled to begin early in 1986. The Souris project is 
scheduled to start in 1986-87. 


PROJECTS COMPLETED IN 1984-85 


Completion of several port development projects under the 
Canada Economic Development Plan for the Gaspé and Lower St. 
Lawrence resulted in new access roads at the ports of Gros Cacouna 
and Matane, and new storage area at the wharf at Rimouski, 
Quebec. 


Several minor capital projects, as well, were completed in 1984-85 
such as: improvements to the transit shed and the construction of 
a marshalling yard at Charlottetown, P.E.I.; a water and sprinkler 
System at Souris, P.E.I.; the reconstruction of the shed at 
St. Augustin, Quebec, and construction of wall protection at Sorel, 
Quebec. 


COMMODITIES HANDLED AT PUBLIC PORTS 


In 1984, the Harbours and Ports Directorate handled 7,562,382 
tonnes over its wharf facilities. This represents approximately a 
8% increase over the 1983 traffic. The primary products moved over 
Harbours and Ports wharves were salt (2,309,848 tonnes), gasoline 
and petroleum products (1,752,238 tonnes), newsprint (553,359 
tonnes) and ores and ore concentrates (800,768 tonnes). Goderich, 
in Ontario, recorded the highest volume at 2,174,836 tonnes made up 
of salt (90%) and grain (102). The next highest tonnage ports 
were Dalhousie, N.B. (560,068 tonnes), Charlottetown, P.E.I. 
(444,293 tonnes), Rimouski, Quebec (396,218 tonnes), Port Stanley, 
Ontario (281,531 tonnes), Pugwash, N.S. (239,545 tonnes), Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ontario (209,910 tonnes) and Stephenville, Newfoundland 
(206,911 tonnes). 


Total traffic through Harbours and Ports harbours, including 
commodities handled at private wharf facilities within these 
harbours, amounted to 70,018,343 tonnes. This total represents 
approximately 20% of all waterborne traffic handled at Canadian 
ports in 1984. 


SUMMARY OF REVENUES 


Gross revenue collected at public ports during 1984-85 was 
$7,350,000 which was a decrease of 3.3% over the previous fiscal 
year. Subtracting commissions paid to local Wharfingers and 
Harbour Masters, a total of $6,921,000 was transferred to the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada.

Gross revenues in 1984-85 for the program were $7.4 million which 
represents 25.5% of non-capital expenditures and 12.3% of total 
expenditures. Under terms of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities 
Act, Wharfingers and Harbour Masters are allowed to deduct a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their respective 
ports. The remaining funds are then turned over to the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1984-85, 241 fee-of-office appointees represented Transport Canada 
at its ports. Commission payments to appointees ranged from $32,164 to 
nil depending upon the level of traffic at the port and the activity of 
the appointee. For those appointees receiving commissions, the average 
annual commission paid was $1,972. Appreciation must be expressed to 
all appointees who provided sound port administration to the benefit of 
their community. 


Of the 465 sites identified within the program, 35 accounted for 
revenues of $5.8 million or 79% of the gross revenues. Port specific 
revenues provide a good indicator of the level of “commercial” activity 
at a port. It understates the level of total port activity, however, 
as many ports have larger volumes of smaller craft (eg. fishing 
vessels) using facilities but which pay minimal fees.

ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS 


In 1984-85, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures 
at 465 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a 
proclaimed harbour without any shore facilities or simply a land 
interest. Port infrastructure exists at 341 sites. 


All 1984-85 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis 
consistent with the "Public Accounts” presentation. Specifically 
excluded are depreciation expense, accommodation provided by Public 
Works Canada, common services provided by Supply and Services 
Canada and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada.

Schedule 3 lists “Capital Projects Over $1 Million Under way in 


1984-85; In estimating the value of total capital projects 
under way, projects with "Preliminary Project Approval" have been 
recognized.

Approval." As such, they are subject to cancellation, redefinition 
as to scope or revision as to cost estimate dependent upon project 
development. 


Schedule 5 provides a “Port Specific Summary of Port Operations for 
Major Revenue Generating Ports.” The top 35 revenue generating 
ports were selected for illustrative purposes only. These top 35 
revenue ports account for 79% of gross revenues. 


ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS (Cont'd) 


Schedule 6 provides a “Port Specific Summary of Revenues and 


Expenditures.” The ports chosen are representative of their 
respective provinces and include the larger revenue generating 
ports. Against these revenues are charges for all identified 


operating expenditures as well as commissions. Each port was then 
allocated a portion of headquarters and regional office 
administrative costs as follows: 


Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly between 


the five regions. Within each region all administrative and 
indirect expenses, down to the area manager level, were added 
together and called regional overhead. This amount was then 


distributed evenly between the sites in the region. Where site 
specific costs were known, the overhead was adjusted accordingly. 


In Schedule 6, the following definitions and accounting conventions 

apply: 

1. Total Revenue - revenue from all sources including harbour 
dues, wharfage, berthage, storage, licences, leases, recoveries 


and other. 


2. Commissions - fees paid to Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, 
including CPP/UIC. 


3. Operating and Maintenance - All Vote 10 project expenditures 
including O&M dredging. 


4. Applied Overheads - regional and headquarters expenses 
allocated in equal proportions to all sites. 


5. Total Expenditures - all expenditures listed above. 


6. Operating Income - total revenue minus commissions, operating 
and maintenance and other expenditures. 


7. Capital - all Vote 15 project expenditures including major 
capital, minor capital and capital dredging.

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CHAPTER I — PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 14 of the “Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act” 
states that “the Minister shall, within six months after the 
end of each fiscal year, prepare a report showing the 
financial operations of all public harbours and public port 
facilities for that fiscal year and shall lay a copy of the 
report before Parliament on any of the first fifteen days that 
either House of Parliament is sitting after he completes it." 
This report has been prepared to meet this requirement. 


The report includes only public harbours and port facilities 
administered under the Act and excludes ports of the Canada 
Ports Corporation, Local Port Corporations and those ports 
organized as Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under 
other Acts and have other reporting requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the 
Minister of Transport the control and management of all 
harbours, wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the property 
of Canada and not the responsibility of another Minister. The 
program currently involves maintenance, administration and 
development of public port facilities and public harbours at 
476 geographically dispersed sites, primarily in support of 
commercial transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels 
engaged in the transport of commodities, goods or passengers. 
It generally excludes fishing and recreational vessels which 
fall within the mandate of the Department of Fisheries and 
Oceans. Ferry services are also generally excluded. Certain 
ports administered by Transport Canada, however, may support 
fishing, recreational or ferry activities at locations where 
it is economic for several types of users to share the same 
facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and regional 
significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a 
basic transport link to communities for the supply of 
essential goods and foodstuffs and for passenger service. In 
these areas few rail or road links exist. and air transport may 
be prohibitively expensive. 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient trans- 
port for bulk commodities with low value per unit of cargo 
volume or weight. Examples are ore concentrates, pulpwood or 
grain. These ports generally support local industrial needs 
and may be the only transport alternative where overseas 
markets must be reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or 
several large industries, Transport Canada's operational role 
at the port is normally limited to such functions as 
monitoring port operations, enforcing regulations regarding 
facility use and collecting user fees. Direct service 
activities such as cargo handling are supplied by the private 
sector. 


The majority of the public ports generate limited revenues and 
therefore are financed largely by appropriations. 


PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 


The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked 
to ports of Ports Canada and the Harbour Commissions by a 
common set of objectives. These objectives seek to achieve a 
port system that: 


a) is an effective instrument of support for the achievement 
Of Canadian international trade objectives and of 
national, regional and local economic and social 
objectives; 


b). “1s efficient; 
c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the 
movement of goods and persons to users of Canadian ports, 


and 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface 
and air transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard 
through five regional offices with overall coordination 
provided by a headquarters unit, the Harbours and Ports 
Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port administration varies 
according to the complexity of local operations. A small 
number of the most active sites are supervised by full time 
public servants who serve as port or area managers. In most 
cases Transport Canada is represented locally by "Fee of 
Office” appointees who are compensated on a commission basis 
from a percentage of the fees collected from port users. 
These appointees known as Harbour Masters and Wharfingers, are 
appointed by the Minister of Transport and are as active at 
ports as traffic demands. The least active sites have no 
local representation. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users under the Public Harbours 
and Port Facilities Act based on trade practice. They include 
the following major types of charges: 


HARBOUR DUES 


- a charge assessed against a vessel for use of a 
public harbour based on the size of the vessel and 
the type of operation. 


BERTHAGE 
- a charge assessed against a vessel for occupying a 
berth at a port. The charge is based on the size of 
vessel and its length of stay. 
WHARFAGE 


- a charge assessed against cargo moved over a public 
wharf. Charges are based on the type of cargo with a 
rate per tonne or metre. 


STORAGE 


- a charge for use of sheds or open space for assemblage 
or distribution of cargoes. The charge is based on 
Space occupied and duration of use. 


LETTING 


- arent based usually on the market value of the property 
is assessed to the tenant. 


An annual tariff schedule is published for all charges. 
Tariff rates are approved by Governor-In-Council. Where 
capital development is being undertaken for the benefit of a 
major user, these tariffs may be supplemented or replaced by 
negotiated surcharges. The surcharges are designed to improve 
the overall rate of cost recovery on the investment. 


REGIONAL AND LOCAL SENSITIVITY 


Provision is made under the new Act for the formation of 
Public Harbour Advisory Councils (PHACs) to encourage local 
input into port development and ongoing port administration. 
PHACs have now been appointed by the Minister of Transport 
at:

CHAPTER II — PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


ASSET MANAGEMENT PLAN 


A long-term Asset Management Plan for the Directorate's 
facilities was developed in 1985/86. The plan was preceded by 
a comprehensive review of the public port infrastructure 
requirements. This examination, which started in 1982/83 and 
was completed in 1984/85, involved the review of existing port 
infrastructure, projecting the needs of clients, and planning 
for infrastructure to meet those needs. The examination was 
carried out in the form of regional Master Plan studies under 
the direction of both federal and provincial representatives. 


The Asset Management Plan provides the basis for the planning, 
resourcing, management, delivery, reporting and evaluation of 
capital investment in the Harbours and Ports program. The 
purpose of the Plan, in addition to the development of capital 
strategies based on responsible asset management, is to 
provide a long-term framework for the selection and assessment 
of Harbours and Ports capital projects which ensures that 
investments are directed at the most necessary and productive 
initiatives. At the same time, it ensures that the costs of 
restoring and replacing the asset base are clearly identified 
on a long-term basis. 


INSPECTION AND MAINTENANCE GUIDELINES 


The Harbours and Ports Asset Management Plan included a 
commitment to develop inspection and maintenance standards for 
Harbours and Ports facilities. The Harbours and Ports 
Inspection and Maintenance Guidelines were developed in 
1985/86 and are in the process of being implemented. Develop- 
ment of the Guidelines was done in concert with Public Works 
Canada. 


The Guidelines and related policy established a systematic 
approach to the inspection and maintenance of marine facil- 
ities to allow, amongst other things, for the maintenance of 
facilities in serviceable condition, the identification of 
upkeep costs, and the provision of rationale for decisions 
regarding the upkeep versus retirement/replacement of an 
asset. 


The scope and extent of work involved in implementing all the 
recommendations and procedures of the guidelines required a 
phased approach to their introduction. The first step 
required an outline of schedules for inspections of all facil- 
ities based on the criteria presented by the guidelines. This 
was completed in March 1986. Future tasks will involve the 
inspections themselves as well as the determination of the 
remaining useful life of all assets. With this information a 
more systematic approach and improved priorization of projects 
can be implemented. 


COMMODITIES HANDLED AT PUBLIC PORTS 


More than 6.7 million tonnes were handled in 1985 over the 
wharf . facilities, of . the, Harbours: .andy Ports» Directorate. 
Commercial traffic decreased by 11% or 850,970 tonnes (from 
1984). This decrease followed the same trend. that 
characterized the total cargo tonnage handled at Canadian 
ports. Total marine traffic (all commodities) dropped 4.5% 
relative to 1984. 


Goderich, in Ontario, recorded the highest volumes at 
L, 355,916. tonnes. It was followed by Dalhousie (N.B.), 
Charlottetown (P.E.I.), Pugwash (N.S.), Rimouski (Quebec) and 
Port Stanley (Ontario). All these ports handled more than 
300,000 tonnes each in 1985. 


More than 20 categories of commodities were handled in 1985 
over Harbours and Ports facilities. Salt was the main commo- 
dity handled with 1,584,449 tonnes or 24% of all tonnage. 
Petroleum products and gasoline, together, also accounted for 
24% of all traffic followed by ores and ore concentrates (13%) 
and forest products, including newsprint, woodpulp, lumber 
(12%). Grain and related products accounted for 6% of total 
traffic. 


Total traffic through public ports, including handling at 
private facilities, amounted to approximately 66.5 million 
tonnes. This total represents 20% of all waterborne traffic 
handled at Canadian ports in 1985. 


TARIFFS 


No tariff increases were implemented at public harbours and 
ports in 1985/86. 


In the light of Federal deficit reduction initiatives and in 
recognition of the need for greater comparability between the 
charges levied at public harbours and ports and other Canadian 
port administrations, consultations took place with public 
port users in January and February 1986, on tariff increases 
to be introduced in early 1986/87.

CHAPTER II — PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


REGIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS 


NEWFOUNDLAND Region administered 82 sites throughout the 
island and Labrador in 1985/86. The ports range from large 
commercial industrial ports to small ports supporting 
isolated communities. Ten of the ports produced 78% of the 
Region's 1985/86 revenue. 


Net revenues in 1985/86 increased 21% over the previous year 
while Operations and Maintenance expenditures were trimmed by 
19%; gross revenues were $769K with net revenues of $679K; 10 
new fees of office personnel were appointed during the year. 


Port Harmon, (Stephenville) led the region with gross 
revenues of $123K, while major gains were experienced at 
Corner Brook, Long Pond, Botwood and Goose Bay. 


Principal commodities handled by the Region in 1985/86 were 
gasoline and petroleum products, paper, salt and general 
cargo. 


Several economic initiatives had an impact on the Region's 
ports, including: 


1. Renegotiation of the 1978 sublease from the United States 
of lands at the northside of the Argentia Naval Base 
eased development restrictions on these _ premises. 
Argentia revenues rose from $4,500 in 1984/85 to more 
than $25,000 in 1985/86. 


2. Increased offshore activity by B.P. Exploration Canada 
led to revenue increases of 47% from the Port of 
Botwood. 


3. Export of asbestos from Baie Verte to India through the 
port of Corner Brook led to a gain in revenues of 39% in 
Corner Brook. 


4. North Star Cement Ltd. of Corner Brook erected cement 
silos at Long Pond, Manuels and commenced shipping cement 
over Long Pond public wharf in consignments of 2,500 
tonnes on a 10 day cycle. 


5. Marystown Shipyard Limited's decision to construct an oil 
rig servicing facility at Marystown led to a revenue gain 
from $18K in 1984/85 to $27K in 1985/86. 


2) 
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MARITIMES Region experienced a busy year in 1985/86. 
Capital construction project activity was significant as 
several major projects were completed, most notably the 
completion of a $17M port improvement project at Newcastle/ 
Chatham (Miramichi). Capital construction costs on this 
project are 100% cost recoverable from port users and 
included construction of new wharves, storage sheds, and open 
storage areas at both Newcastle and Chatham. Another major 
capital project of note, completed in 1985/86, was the 
expansion of existing wharf facilities at Mulgrave. The 
value of this project was approximately $6.8 million. Other 
work commenced or continued on various other major capital 
projects such as the Dalhousie N.B. wharf extension, North 
Sydney N.S. wharf extension, Georgetown P.E.I. wharf 
reconstruction, and Summerside P.E.I. deep berth project in 
1985/86. Total value of these projects is about $16 
million. 


Approximately $6.14 million was spent in the Operation and 
Maintenance program repairing and maintaining the asset base 
in 1985/86. Some 90 projects were completed, of which eight 
were greater than $250K in value, and 82 were less than $250K 
in value. 


In 1985/86, economic activity in the Maritimes was fairly 
brisk. Gross revenues were $2,082K in 1985/86, an increase 
of $153K from 1984/85. This increase can be attributed to 
increased shipments of zinc from the Dalhousie, N.B., West 
Wharf and increased shipments of forest products from our 
wharves at Newcastle/Chatham. 


Principal commodities shipped through Maritimes ports are 
zinc concentrates, forest products, petroleum products, salt, 
sand, stone and gravel, potatoes, general cargo and fish. 


LAURENTIAN Region Harbours and Ports administered a 1985/86 
capital program totalling $7.14 million dollars and a repair 
and operations budget of $9.7 million dollars. 


Concerning capital, no major project was completed during the 
year, but three major projects were under way: 


1. Chandler - entrance improvement and repairs to water 
lines. Ninety per cent of the work was completed during 
1985/86 - total estimated cost is $2 million. 


2. Gros Cacouna - wharf extension. Seventy per cent of the 
work was completed - total estimated cost of $5.5 
million. 


3. Gaspé (Sandy Beach) - wharf reconstruction. Bids have 
been received and the contract granted. Total estimated 
cost is over $10 million. 


Concerning repairs, the highlights include: 


4.) 
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1. An amount of $427K for dredging at different ports. 


2. An amount of $6,023K for repairs to maintain maritime 
facilities in a safe condition. 


During 1985, 207,300 tonnes of forest products were shipped 
from public ports in the Laurentian Region. As well as 
698,000 tonnes of general merchandise, the ports also handled 
375,000 tonnes of petroleum products. 


CENTRAL Region continued work on a major capital improvement 
project at Goderich in 1985/86. This project accounted for 
$8.8M of the $9.1M capital spent in the region. Major 
dredging or wharf repair projects were carried out at Thunder 
Bay, Toronto, Sarnia and Port Stanley. Gross revenue 
amounted to $1.324M in 1985/86 with a net revenue of $1.224M. 
The single largest revenue generator for Central region in 
1985/86, wasiiGodexricthea with fa teerosshtrevenue,iof, S415Ksr:a 
decrease of $204K over 1984/85. The principal reason for 
this decrease was a prolonged strike which halted the 
shipment of salt at the facility. 


WESTERN Region administers 160 public harbours and port 

facilities in Alberta, Saskatchewan, British Columbia and the 
North West Territories, with the largest concentration in 
B.C. In 1985/86 the British Columbia economy showed signs of 
recovery in most sectors. The service, retail trades and 
transportation sectors were preparing for the expected 
increase in activity due to Expo 86. The forest industry 
continued to be in a depressed state. As a result, the 
volume of lumber, pulp, paper and resupply goods to logging 
camps transported across public facilities remained low. 


The largest volume of commercial commodities’ transported 
across Western Region public port facilities was petroleum 
products. Diesel, gasoline, aviation fuel, etc. are used for 
commercial and non-commercial transportation and light 
industry along the B.C. Coast. The largest use of public 
port facilities is for the transportation of resupply of 
goods including food stuffs to isolated and semi-isolated 
communities along the coast. The cruise ship industry in 
B.C. ds) growines public sporti-faciditiestin Port sHardy,,,Alert 
Bay and Victoria are engaged in providing accommodations for 
these vessels. 


Two capital projects in Campbell River, B.C., and Fort MacKay, 
Alberta, and 46 repair projects in B.C. and N.W.T. were 
completed. The Campbell River project consisted of the 
development of a fish habitat as compensation for the loss 
caused by construction of a barge terminal in 1983/84. This 
project ensures the harmonious coexistence of a commercial 
marine transportation facility and the environment.

Gross revenues in 1985/86 for the program were $7.3 million, which 
represents 22.3% of non-capital expenditures and 10.7% of total 
expenditures. Under the terms of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act, Wharfingers and Harbour Masters receive a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their respective 
ports. The remaining funds are then turned over to the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1985/86, 203 fee-of-office appointees represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees 
ranged from $24,950 to nil depending upon the level of traffic at 
the port and the activity of the appointee. For those appointees 
receiving commissions, the average annual commission paid was 
S23, 079%. Appreciation must be expressed to all appointees who 
provided sound port administration to the benefit of their 
community. 


Of the 476 sites identified within the program, 35 accounted for 


revenues of $5.8 million or 79% of the gross revenues. Rort— 
specific revenues provide a good indicator of the level of 
“commercial” activity at a port. It understates the level of 


total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes of 
smaller craft (e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but pay 
minimal fees. 


Section 8.1 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act also 
requires that a statement of each remission granted under section 
8.1 of $1,000 or more shall be included in the annual report of 
the Minister to Parliament. There were no remissions granted in 
1985/86.

ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS 


In 1985/86, Transport Canada received revenue or made 
expenditures at 476 sites. In some cases these sites consist 
of only a proclaimed harbour without any shore facilities or 
simply a land interest. Port infrastructure exists at 341 
sites. 


All 1985/86 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis 
consistent with the “Public Accounts" presentation. 
Specifically excluded are depreciation expense, accommodation 
provided by Public Works Canada, common services provided by 
Supply and Services Canada and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by 
Public Works Canada. 


To reconcile program expenditures shown in Public Accounts for

As such, they are subject to cancellation, 
redefinition as to scope or revision as to cost estimate 
dependent upon project development. 


Schedule 5 provides a "Port Specific Summary of Port 
Operations for Major Revenue-Generating Ports." The top 35 
revenue generating ports were selected for illustrative 
purposes only. These top 35 revenue ports account for 79% of 
gross revenues. 


ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS (Cont'd) 


Schedule 6 provides a “Port Specific Summary of Revenues and 
Expenditures." The ports chosen are representative of their 
respective provinces and include the larger revenue generating 
ports. Against these revenues are charges for all identified 
operating expenditures as well as commissions. Each port was 
then allocated a portion of headquarters and regional office 
administrative costs as follows: 


Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly 
between the five regions. Within each region all 
administrative and indirect expenses, down to the area manager 
level, were added together and called regional overhead. This 
amount was then distributed evenly between the sites in the 
region. Where site specific costs were known, the overhead 
was adjusted accordingly. 


In Schedule 6, the following definitions and accounting 
conventions apply: 


1. Total Revenue - revenue from all sources including harbour 
dues, wharfage, berthage, storage, licences, leases, 


recoveries and other. 


2. Commissions - fees paid to Harbour Masters and 
Wharfingers, including CPP/UIC. 


3. Operating and Maintenance - All Vote 10 project 
expenditures including O&M dredging. 


4. Applied Overheads - regional and headquarters expenses 
allocated in equal proportions to all sites. 


5. Total Expenditures - all expenditures listed above. 


6. Operating Income - total revenue minus commissions, 
Operating and maintenance and other expenditures. 


7. Capital - all Vote 15 project expenditures including major 
capital, minor capital and capital dredging.

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FOREWORD 


I am pleased to submit this fourth Annual Report to Parliament 
for Public Harbours and Port Facilities.

The responsibility for overall administration and operation of 
our public ports rests with the Canadian Coast Guard, while the 
administration of our public ports at the local level is provided by 
fee-of-office appointees. Harbour masters and wharfingers provide a 
valuable service, often for minimal remuneration. I would like to take 
this opportunity to express appreciation to all appointees and other 
dedicated port personnel who provide sound port administration for the 
benefit of the community. 


I trust that the information contained within this report will 
provide readers with a better appreciation of the public harbours and 
ports administered under the Act.

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CHAPTER I — PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 14 of the "Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act" states 
that "the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each 
fiscal year, prepare a report showing the financial operations of all 
public harbours and public port facilities for that fiscal year and 
shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the first 
fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after he 
completes it." This report has been prepared to meet this 
requirement. 


The report includes only public harbours and port facilities 
administered under the Act and excludes ports of the Canada Ports 
Corporation, local port corporations and ports administered as 
Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under other acts and have 
other reporting requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the Minister 
of Transport the control and management of all harbours, wharves, 
piers and breakwaters that are the property of Canada and not the 
responsibility of another minister. The program currently involves 
maintenance, administration and development of public port facilities 
and public harbours at 576 geographically dispersed sites, primarily 
in support of commercial transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels engaged in 
the transport of commodities, goods or passengers. It generally 
excludes fishing and recreational vessels that fall within the 
mandate of the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services 
are also usually excluded. Certain ports administered by Transport 
Canada, however, may support fishing, recreational or ferry 
activities at locations where it is economical for several types of 
users to share the same facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and in regional 
significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a basic 
transportation link to communities for the supply of essential goods 
and foodstuffs and for passenger service. In these areas few rail or 
road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive. 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient transportation 
for bulk commodities with relative low value per unit of cargo volume 
or weight. Examples are ore concentrates, pulpwood and grain. These 
ports generally support local industrial needs and may be the only 
transportation alternative when overseas markets must be reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or several 
large industries, Transport Canada’s operational role at the port is 
normally limited to such functions as monitoring port operations, 
enforcing regulations regarding facility use and collecting user 
fees. Direct service activities such as cargo handling are supplied 
by the private sector. 


The majority of the public ports generate limited revenues and 

therefore are operated largely by appropriations. 

PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 

The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to 

Ports Canada ports and the harbour commissions by a common set of 

objectives. These objectives seek to achieve a port system that: 

a) is an effective instrument of support for the achievement of 
Canadian international trade objectives and of national, regional 
and local economic and social objectives; 


b) is efficient; 


c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the movement of 
goods and persons to users of Canadian ports, and 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air 
transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard through five 
regional offices with overall coordination provided by a headquarters 
unit, the Harbours and Ports Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port 
administration varies according to the complexity of local 
operations. A small number of the most active sites are supervised 
by full time public servants who serve as port or area managers. In 
most cases Transport Canada is represented locally by "Fee of Office" 
appointees who are compensated on a commission basis from a 
percentage of the fees collected from port users. These appointees, 
known as harbour masters and wharfingers, are appointed by the 
Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as traffic demands. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users under the Public Harbours and 
Port Facilities Act based on trade practice. They include the 
following major types of charges: 


HARBOUR DUES 


— a charge assessed against a vessel for use of a public harbour 
based on the size of the vessel and the type of operation. 


BERTHAGE 


— a charge assessed against a vessel for occupying a berth at a 
port. The charge is based on the size of vessel and its 
length of stay. 


WHARFAGE 


— a charge assessed against cargo moved over a public wharf. 
Charges are based on the type of cargo with a rate per tonne 
or metre. 


STORAGE 


— a charge for use of sheds or open space for assemblage or 
distribution of cargoes. The charge is based on space 
occupied and duration of use. 


LETTING 


— arent based usually on the market value of the property is 
assessed to the tenant. 


A tariff schedule is published for all charges. Tariff rates are 
approved by Governor-In-Council. Where capital development is being 
undertaken for the benefit of a major user, these tariffs may be 
supplemented or replaced by negotiated surcharges. The surcharges 
are designed to improve the overall rate of cost recovery on the 
investment. 


REGIONAL AND LOCAL SENSITIVITY 


Provision is made under the new Act for the formation of Public 
Harbour Advisory Councils (PHACs) to encourage local input into port 
development and ongoing port administration. PHACs have now been 
appointed by the Minister of Transport at: (As of March 31, 1987)

CHAPTER II — PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


COMMODITIES HANDLED AT PUBLIC PORTS 


Public Harbours and Port Facilities handled 21% of all Canadian 
waterborne traffic in 1986. Traffic at public harbours amounted to 
67.3 million tonnes, a slight increase from 1985. Public port 
facilities handled 8.2 million tonnes in 1986, a 21% increase from 
the 1985 total of 6.7 million tonnes. This increase followed the 
same upward trend that characterized the total cargo tonnage handled 
at Canadian ports. 


Goderich, Ontario recorded the largest volume of traffic in 1986 
with 1.9 million tonnes, an increase of 40% from 1985. It was 
followed by Dalhousie (N.B.), Charlottetown (P.E.I.), Pugwash 
(N.S.), Port Stanley (Ont.), and Rimouski (Que.). A11 of these 
ports handled more than 340,000 tonnes in 1986. 


Almost 55% of all commodities handled were dry bulk items, while 
liquid bulk accounted for close to 25% of traffic over public port 
facilities. Forest products and break-bulk cargo accounted for 14% 
and 6% of traffic respectively. 


More than 20 different categories of commodities were handled in 
1986 over harbours and ports facilities. Salt alone accounted for 
almost 30% of all traffic with 2.4 million tonnes. Petroleum 
products and gasoline together accounted for 25%, followed by ores 
and ore concentrates (10%), newsprint, and aggregates. Grain and 
related products accounted for 5% of total traffic. 


TARIFFS 


Following extensive consultation with industry and users, tariff 
increases were introduced, effective for the most part, on 

June 1, 1986. These increases included a basic 25% increase in 
harbour dues, wharfage, berthage, and storage rates, with the 
exception of wharfage on potatoes which was unchanged. 


Other features of the increase were the introduction of a transfer 
charge on ship to ship cargo movements in a public harbour (commonly 
called a transhipment charge). A new charge of $3.00 per passenger 
was also introduced on cruise vessels using public port facilities. 
In order to allow the cruise vessel industry time to adapt to this 
new charge, implementation of this new tariff was set for 

April 1, 1987. 


The effect of these new and increased charges, along with modest 
growth in regular cargo-handling business, was to increase gross 
revenues for 1986/87 by 36% over the previous fiscal year. 


REGIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS 


NEWFOUNDLAND Region administered 119 facilities at 65 ports 
throughout the island and Labrador in 1986/87. The ports range from 
large commercial industrial ports to small ports supporting remote 
or isolated communities. Ten of the ports accounted for 76% of the 
region’s 1986/87 revenue. 


Newfoundland’s net 1986/87 revenues reached $1.039 million, up 53% 
over 1985/86. It was the first occasion that the region’s annual 
revenues exceeded the million dollar mark. 


Principal commodities handled in the region in 1986/87 were 
gasoline, petroleum products, paper, salt and general cargo. 


The region undertook seven capital projects in 1986/87 for a total 
of $4,692,000 and fifty-three 0& projects totalling $2,624,000. 
Three of the major capital projects were: 


1. St. Lawrence — Extension of a wharf and construction of a shed 
($2,495,000) on a cost recovery basis from the users of 
St. Lawrence Fluorspar Limited. 


2. Postville, Labrador — Reconstruction of a coastal wharf 
($1,420,000) on the basis of capital restoration and 
replacement, with 10% cost recovery from Marine Atlantic Inc. 


3. Stephenville — Harbour Improvements Phase II ($1,150,000). 
While cost recovery was not negotiated with major port users at 
Stephenville, substantial returns should arise from the project 
due to the virtual elimination of future maintenance dredging. 


MARITIMES Region experienced brisk activity in 1986/87. The 
principal measure of economic activity, net revenue from tariffs, 
increased 30% from the previous fiscal year. Net revenues in 
1986/87 were $2,905,643, compared with $2,082,000 in 1985/86. The 
increased revenues can be attributed to significant volumes of salt, 
forest products, zinc, potatoes, and petroleum products being 
shipped or imported through our facilities. Also playing an 
important role was the tariff increase of 25% which became effective 
Jute 4 1900. 


A significant form of new traffic and revenue at our facilities in 
1986/87 was cruise ship traffic. Sydney, Nova Scotia, and 
Charlottetown, P.E.I. were regular ports of call for the cruise 
ships. With the recent addition of Shelburne and Summerside as 
regular ports of call, and with other regional ports currently being 
considered, cruise ship traffic continues to show promising growth. 


The capital program experienced a slowdown in 1986/87, as many major 
projects begun in the early 1980’s were finalized in the fiscal year 
1985/86. Instead, 1986/87 was a busy year for planning and 
obtaining necessary approvals for numerous major capital projects, 
which will make up a majority of the capital program up to 1989/90. 


The O& program for 1986/87 was as productive as usual, with some 
forty-six major projects and numerous minor projects having been 
completed. Approximately $4.1 million dollars were spent 
maintaining the asset base of wharves, piers, and sheds at 
thirty-four active port locations in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, New Brunswick and the Magdalen Islands. 


Principal commodities shipped through Maritimes ports are zinc 
concentrates, forest products, petroleum products, salt, sand, stone 
and gravel, potatoes, general cargo, and fish. 


LAURENTIAN Region had a productive year in 1986/87. Its capital 
program of $11.9 million included the completion of two major 
projects — a $5.5 million wharf extension at Gros Cacouna, and a 

$2 million project to improve the entrance and repair water lines at 
Chandler. A substantial amount of work was carried out at Gaspé 
(Sandy Beach), and its $11.3 million wharf reconstruction is now 80% 
complete. In addition, major projects were initiated at the 
following sites: 


1. St-Augustin — relocation of wharf — total estimated cost of 
$6 million. 


2. Harrington Harbour - reconstruction of wharf - total estimated 
cost of $1.5 million. 


3. Matane — construction of storage area — total estimated cost of 
53.86 Mrirron. 


4. Tête-à-la-Baleine — reconstruction of wharf — total estimated 
cost of $4.5 million. 


5. Les Méchins - reconstruction of wharf — total estimated cost of 
$6.4 million. 


The region also administered an operations and maintenance budget of 
$10.8 million, which included expenditures of $1,334,000 for 
dredging at different ports, and expenditures of $7,912,000 for 
repairs necessary to keep port facilities in a safe condition. 


During 1986/87, the commodities shipped most frequently from public 
ports in the Laurentian Region were bulk items (562,228 tonnes), 
forest products (486,797 tonnes), and petroleum products (448,316 
tonnes). Total regional revenue for the year was $2,185,618. 


CENTRAL Region provides for the management, maintenance, and 
development of 55 sites in Ontario and 2 in Manitoba, and maintains 
close contact with 5 harbour commissions. 


Total revenue realized for 1986/87 was $1,857,465. Of this, 86.5%, 
or $1,607,613, was generated by six ports. 


Principal commodities handled by the region were salt, ores, 
petroleum products, and grains. 


A major capital program focussed on three projects. The $16.6 
million harbour expansion at Goderich is now 98% complete, after 
expenditures of $4.18 million in 1986/87. Construction of a berm at 
Collingwood was completed for a total cost of $271,000, 9.6% under 
the budget of $300,000. At Thunder Bay, $396,000 was spent covering 
Cell #2 of the contaminated disposal facility. 


Major maintenance dredging projects included Owen Sound ($603,000), 
Toronto Keating Channel ($135,000), Collingwood ($347,000), and 
Kingsville ($269,000). 


Substantial wharf repairs were carried out at Toronto Western 
Entrance South Pier, Toronto Western Entrance North Pier, Kingsville 
East Pier, Owen Sound Elevator Dock and pile removal, Stella, 
Burlington Canal North Pier, Beren’s River and James Bay area for a 
total expense of $914,000. 


WESTERN Region’s program in 1986/87 consisted of maintaining the 
integrity of public port facilities, managing port activities 
through direct supervision, fee-of-office appointees and various 
agreements, and assessing and planning for marine user requirements 
within the region. 


Program expenditure consisted of $4,775,000 of O&M funds. There 
were six projects completed in NWI and fifty-two in B.C. The repair 
and maintenance program involves continual assessment of services to 
each community within the region, in the provision of an efficient 
marine link of the intermodal transportation system. No capital 
projects were planned or undertaken. 


Total regional revenue was $1,693,373. Compared to last year, 
revenue was up by $156,957 or 9.3%. 


Ogden Point port facility, within Victoria Public Harbour, is the 
focal point of the cruise ship industry on Vancouver Island. Over 
recent years, the cruise ship industry has been steadily growing in 
B.C. and public port facilities are playing a greater role in the 
movement of international passengers. In addition, Clipper 
Navigation and B.C. Steamship are providing scheduled service to 
Seattle for passengers, as well as passengers and vehicles.

Gross revenues in 1986/87 for the program were $9.88 million, 
which represent 29.2% of non-capital expenditures and 16.0% of 
total expenditures. Under the terms of the Public Harbours and 
Port Facilities Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a 
set commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their 
respective ports. The remaining funds are then turned over to 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1986/87, 217 fee-of-office appointees represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees 
ranged from $44,819 to nil depending upon the level of traffic 
at the port and the activity of the appointee. For those 
appointees receiving commissions, the average annual commission 
paid was $3,052. Appreciation must be expressed to all 
appointees who provided sound port administration to the benefit 
of their community. 


Of the 576 sites identified within the program, 35 accounted for 
revenues of $7.97 million or 80.7% of the gross revenues. 
Port-specific revenues provide a good indicator of the level of 
"commercial" activity at a port. They understate the level of 
total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes 
of smaller craft (e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but 
pay minimal fees.

ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS 


In 1986/87, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at 
576 sites. In some cases these sites consist of only a proclaimed 
harbour without shore facilities or simply a land interest. Port 
infrastructure exists at 326 sites. 


All 1986/87 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis 
consistent with the "Public Accounts" presentation. Specifically 
excluded are depreciation expense, accommodation provided by Public 
Works Canada, common services provided by Supply and Services Canada 
and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada.

To reconcile program expenditures shown in public accounts for the 
public wharves and harbours activity to those shown in this report 
for ports administered directly by the department, it is necessary 
to account for expenditures made with respect to harbour 
commissions.

As such, they are subject to cancellation, redefinition 
of scope, or revision of cost estimate dependent upon project 
development. 


Schedule 6 provides a "Port Specific Summary of Port Operations for 
Major Revenue-Generating Ports." The top 35 revenue generating 
ports were selected for illustrative purposes only. These 35 ports 
account for 80.7% of gross revenues. 


ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS (Cont’d) 


Schedule 7 provides a "Port Specific Summary of Revenues and 
Expenditures." The ports chosen are representative of their 
respective provinces and include the larger revenue-generating 
ports. Against these revenues are charges for all identified 
operating expenditures as well as commissions. Each port was then 
allocated a portion of headquarters and regional office 
administrative costs as follows: 


> Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly 
among the five regions. 


= Within each region all administrative and indirect expenses, 
down to the area manager level, are considered regional overhead. 


— This amount was then distributed evenly among the sites in the 
region. 


= Where site specific costs were known, the overhead was adjusted 
accordingly. 


In Schedule 7, the following definitions and accounting conventions 

apply: 

1. Total revenue — revenue from all sources including harbour dues, 
wharfage, berthage, storage, licences, leases, recoveries and 


other. 


2. Commissions — fees paid to harbour masters and wharfingers, 
including CPP/UIC. 


3. Operating and maintenance — all port maintenance project 
expenditures including O&M dredging. 


4. Applied overheads - regional and headquarters expenses allocated 
in equal proportions to all sites. 


5: Total expenditures — all expenditures listed above. 


6. Operating income — total revenue minus commissions, operating 
and maintenance and other expenditures. 


7. Capital — all capital project expenditures including major 
capital, minor capital and capital dredging.

STATEMENT OF REMISSIONS FOR 1986/87 


Section 8.1 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act 
states that "Subject to any regulation made by the Governor in Council, 
the Minister may remit any rate, toll, fee or other charge or any 
interest thereon and may enter into contracts agreeing to the payment of 
rates, tolls, fees or other charges in place of those imposed or 
prescribed by the Governor in Council''. It also states that "a statement 
of each remission of one thousand dollars or more granted under this 
section shall be included in the annual report of the Minister to 
Parliament". 


The remissions approved under this Section for 1986/87 are as 
follows:

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CHAPTER I — PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


BACKGROUND 


Section 14 of the "Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act" states 
that "the Minister shall, within six months after the end of each 
fiscal year, prepare a report showing the financial operations of all 
public harbours and public port facilities for that fiscal year and 
shall lay a copy of the report before Parliament on any of the first 
fifteen days that either House of Parliament is sitting after he 
completes it." This report has been prepared to meet this 
requirement. 


The report includes only the public harbours and port facilities 
administered under the Act and excludes ports of the Canada Ports 
Corporation, Local Port Corporations and ports administered as 
Harbour Commissions. These ports fall under other Acts and have 
other reporting requirements. 


OVERVIEW OF PROGRAM 


The Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act assigns to the 
responsible Minister the control and management of all harbours, 
wharves, piers and breakwaters that are the property of Canada and 
not the responsibility of another minister. The Minister of 
Transport has been designated the responsible Minister for this Act. 
The program currently involves maintenance, administration and 
development of public port facilities and public harbours at 576 
geographically dispersed sites, primarily in support of commercial 
transportation. 


Commercial transportation, in this case, includes vessels engaged in 
the transport of commodities, goods or passengers. It generally 
excludes fishing and recreational vessels that fall within the 
mandate of the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Ferry services 
are also usually excluded. Certain ports administered by Transport 
Canada, however, may support fishing, recreational or ferry 
activities at locations where it is economical for several types of 
users to share the same facilities. 


PORT OPERATIONS 


Public ports vary greatly in size, complexity and in regional 
Significance. Their role in isolated areas is to provide a basic 
transportation link to communities for the supply of essential goods 
and foodstuffs and for passenger service. In these areas few rail or 
road links exist and air transport may be prohibitively expensive. 


In other locales, ports may exist to provide efficient transportation 
for bulk commodities with relatively low value per unit of cargo 
volume or weight. Examples are ore concentrates, pulpwood and 

grain. These ports generally support local industrial needs and may 
be the only transportation alternative when overseas markets must be 
reached. 


Whether a port exists to support an isolated community or several 
large industries, Transport Canada’s operational role at the port is 
normally limited to such functions as monitoring port operations, 
enforcing regulations regarding facility use and collecting user 
fees. Direct service activities such as cargo handling are supplied 
by the private sector. 


The majority of the public ports do not generate sufficient revenues 

to cover all of the capital, operation and administrative costs and 

therefore are funded largely by appropriations through Parliament. 

PROGRAM OBJECTIVES 

The ports administered directly by Transport Canada are linked to 

Ports Canada ports and the Harbour Commissions by a common set of 

objectives. These objectives seek to achieve a port system that: 

a) is an effective instrument of support for the achievement of 
Canadian international trade objectives and of national, regional 
and local economic and social objectives; 


b) is efficient; 


c) provides accessibility and equitable treatment in the movement of 
goods and persons to users of Canadian ports, and 


d) is coordinated with other marine activities and surface and air 
transportation systems. 


PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION 


The program is administered by the Canadian Coast Guard through five 
regional offices with overall coordination provided by a headquarters 
unit, the Harbours and Ports Directorate, in Ottawa. Local port 
administration varies according to the complexity of local 
operations. A small number of the most active sites are supervised 
by full-time public servants who serve as port or area managers. In 
most cases Transport Canada is represented locally by ''Fee of Office" 
appointees who are compensated on a commission basis from a 
percentage of the fees collected from port users. These appointees, 
known as harbour masters and wharfingers, are appointed by the 
Minister of Transport and are as active at ports as traffic demands. 


USER FEES 


Fees are assessed against port users under the Public Harbours and 
Port Facilities Act based on trade practice. They include the 
following major types of charges: 


HARBOUR DUES 


— a charge assessed against a vessel for use of a public harbour 
based on the size of the vessel and the type of operation. 


BERTHAGE 


— a charge assessed against a vessel for occupying a berth at a 
port. The charge is based on the size of vessel and its 
length of stay. 


WHARFAGE 


— a charge assessed against cargo moved over a public wharf. 
Charges are based on the type of cargo with a rate per tonne 
or metre. 


STORAGE 


— a charge for use of sheds or open space for assemblage or 
distribution of cargoes. The charge is based on space 
occupied and duration of use. 


LETTING 


— a rent based usually on the market value of the property is 
assessed to the tenant. 


A tariff schedule is published for all charges. Tariff rates are 
approved by Governor-In-Council. Where capital development is being 
undertaken for the benefit of a major user, these tariffs may be 
supplemented or replaced by negotiated surcharges. The surcharges 
are designed to improve the overall rate of cost recovery on the 
investment. All revenues net of commissions paid to Harbour Masters 
and Wharfingers are deposited to the Consolidated Revenue Fund of 
Canada. 


PUBLIC HARBOUR ADVISORY COUNCILS 


The Minister of Transport may establish Public Harbour Advisory 
Councils for such public harbours as he may designate, in accordance 
wieeh section 2.3 of the Public Harbours and Port Facilities Act. 


Public Harbour Advisory Councils form an important element of the 
overall mechanism contributing to the development and implementation 
of national, regional and local ports policy and operation. They 
provide an organization structure whereby the planning and operation 


of local 


ports can be discussed and ensuing recommendations can be 


made to the Minister.

CHAPTER II — PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


COMMODITIES HANDLED AT PUBLIC PORTS 


Public harbours and port facilities handled about 20% of all 
Canadian waterborne traffic in 1987. Public port facilities handled 
8.4 million tonnes in 1987, a 2.8% increase from the 1986 total of 
8.2 million tonnes. 


Goderich, Ontario recorded the largest volume of traffic in 1987 
with 1.78 million tonnes. It alone accounted for 20% of all traffic 
at public port facilities. It was followed by Dalhousie 

(807,000 tonnes), Charlottetown (450,000 tonnes), Port Stanley 
(317,000 tonnes) and Rimouski (313,000 tonnes). The top 10 ports 
make up 60% of the total traffic moved over public port facilities 
Ins 19672 


Almost 53% of all commodities handled were dry bulk items, while 
liquid bulk accounted for close to 25% of traffic over public port 
facilities. Forest products and break-bulk cargo accounted for 15% 
and 7% of traffic respectively. 


Of the 25 categories of commodities handled over harbours and ports 
facilities in 1987, salt alone accounted for 2.3 million tonnes or 
27% of all traffic. Petroleum products and gasoline together 
accounted for 23%, followed by ore concentrates (7.7%), newsprint 
(6%) and general cargo. Aggregates and grain and related products 
saw their traffic decreased by 21.5% and 14.6% respectively. 


TARIFFS 


A proposal for tariff increases was developed by departmental 
officials and approved by the Minister for consultation with users 
in the summer of 1987. These consultations will be taken into 
account in determining future tariff increases. The proposed 
increases are directed at increasing departmental revenues in 
support of the government’s continuing commitment to deficit 
reduction. 


REGIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS 


NEWFOUNDLAND Region - administered 114 facilities at 55 ports 
throughout the island and Labrador in 1987/88. The mix of -port 
facilities ranged from large commercial-industrial operations to 
simple wharves which are crucial to the transportation requirements 
of remote or isolated communities. 


Newfoundland’s total gross revenues declined slightly (0.3%) from 
the previous year, down to $1.048 million, due to lower cost 
recovery payments, however major growth was experienced in Harbour 
Dues (107%), Leasing (14%) and General Wharf Revenues (7%). The 
growth in Harbour Dues from $69,000 in 1986-87 to $144,000 in 
1987-88 was due mainly to reopening of the Come By Chance Oil 
Refinery which was in operation for approximately five months of the 
fiscal year. 


Goose Bay led the Region with gross revenues of $192,000 followed by 
Stephenville $155,000, Long Pond $121,000, Corner Brook $111,000, 
Botwood $65,000, Argentia $62,000 and Come By Chance $59,000. In 
Corner Brook, gross revenues increased 68% due to the introduction 
of a Halifax - Corner Brook container service which operated for the 
last four months of the fiscal year. 


Principal commodities handled in the Region in 1987-88 were 
gasoline, petroleum products, paper, salt and general cargo. 


The region undertook 10 capital projects in 1987-88 for a total 
value of $2,730,000 and 57 operations and maintenance projects 
valued at $2,820,000. Two of the major capital projects were: 


1. St. Lawrence — Construction of a shed (Cost $781,000) on a 100% 
cost recovery basis from St. Lawrence Fluorspar Limited. 


2. Black Tickle, Labrador - Reconstruction of a Coastal Wharf 
(Cost $1,450,000). 


MARITIMES Region — had a busy year in 1987/88, as many major 
reconstruction and expansion projects were undertaken. Major repair 
and reconstruction projects were begun and substantially completed 
at Pugwash, Annapolis Royal, and Shelburne, Nova Scotia. Value of 
these projects totals approximately $5,600,000. Major expansion 
projects were begun at Sand Point (Bayside), New Brunswick, and 
Souris, Prince Edward Island, to add additional berthing and back-up 
land at these badly congested facilities. Value of these important 
additions is approximately $17,600,000. 


$4,156,000 was spent in repairing and maintaining 71 facilities in 
37 port locations. Sixty-eight projects were undertaken in the 
repair program in 1987/88. 


Economic activity, as reflected by revenues from operations 
increased somewhat in 1987/88. Revenues totalling $3,411,000 were 
collected in Maritimes Region. This represents an 18% increase over 
revenues collected in 1986/87. The increase can be attributed to 
two factors. Revenues collected as a result of cost sharing two 
major wharf repair projects in Nova Scotia with the Provincial 
Government accounted for approximately 9% of the increase, while the 
other 9% was attributed to an increase in cargoes handled at our 
ports. 


Principal commodities shipped from facilities in the Maritimes 
Region include zinc concentrates, forest products, salt, petroleum 
products, fish, potatoes, general cargo, coated paper, sand, stone, 
and gravel. Ship to ship coal shipments resumed at the Strait of 
Canso during 1987/88, and it is hoped that this activity will 
continue. New Brunswick Power Corporation moved 14,871 tonnes of 
coal over the Dalhousie West Wharf during 1987/88. 


LAURENTIAN Region - administers 140 different port facilities at 
79 sites in Quebec and the Northwest Territories. In 1987/88 
capital expenditures totalled $5,597,000. A sum of $1,677,000 was 
used to finalize the reconstruction of the wharf at Sandy Beach 
(Gaspé) and a sum of $3,046,000 served to achieve 90% of the 
expansion work to the storage area in Matane. 


On the other hand, a sum of $650,000 was allocated to the 
development of designs for six (6) capital projects to be carried 
out over the next years. 


Finally, a total sum of $224,000 was used to carry out minor 
projects and finalize projects started during the previous year. 


Major repair work carried out included $580K for repairs to caissons 
at Chandler, Quebec, $385K for wharf modification at Anse-a-1’Eau 
and $1,010K for resurfacing of wharf walls at St. Anne-des-Monts. 


During 1987/88, the main commodities handled in the public ports in 
the Laurentian region were bulk commodities (356,423 m. t.), 
petroleum products (461,993 m. t.), forest products (582,081 m. t.) 
as well as general commodities (192,375 m. t.). Total regional 
revenue for 1987/88 was $1,799,745. 


CENTRAL Region — provides for the management, maintenance, and 
development of 55 sites in Ontario and two in Manitoba. The Branch 
also remains in close contact with five Harbour Commissions. 


Total revenue realized for 1987/88 was $2,065K. Of this, 88% 
($1,584K) was generated by four ports. 


Principal commodities haidled by the Region were salt, petroleum 
products, grain and sand/stone/gravel. 


The capital program focussed on two major projects. The $17,600,000 
harbour expansion at Goderich was completed within budget cost of 
$17,460K. Major renovations to the Crawford Dock, Kingston are 88% 
complete. 


Major maintenance dredging projects included Port Stanley ($728K) 
and Toronto Keating Channel ($532K). 


Substantial repairs were made to the West Pier, Port Stanley, the 
North and South Piers, Burlington and the Disposal Facility at 
Port Stanley. Emergency repairs were also made to the berm at 
Collingwood. 


WESTERN Region —- administers 23 public harbours and 144 port 
facilities in Alberta, Saskatchewan, British Columbia and the 
Northwest Territories, with the largest concentration in 

British Columbia. The Region’s program in 1987/88 managed port 
operations and public port facilities through direct supervision, 
fee-of-office appointees, and various management service 
agreements. Port development was further enhanced by improved 
management of real property as well as the assessment of marine user 
requirements through in-house and contracted resources. The 
establishment of user requirements involves continual assessment of 
transportation services provided to each community within the 
region. Western Region works closely with each community to 
determine the optimum transportation mode or marine facility which 
will contribute to local, regional and national social and economic 
objectives. 


Public port facilities administered by Western Region are located in 
a vast geographic area of Western Canada including ports in the 
Northwest Territories and the Yukon. The facility types vary 
according to port requirements. Ports range from the multi-use 
complexity of Victoria Public Harbour to port facilities serving 
isolated or semi-isolated communities. The volume of throughput at 
those ports is not high; however, these facilities serve as a 
lifeline to the communities they serve. 


The largest volume of commercial commodities transported across 
regional public port facilities was petroleum products. A variety 
of petroleum products are used for commercial and non-commercial 
transportation, light industry and non-business consumption. The 
greatest commercial use of public port facilities is the 
transportation of goods and people to predominantly isolated and 
semi-isolated communities. 


The Repairs to Wharves Program maintains facilities in an 
operational state. The program consisted of 69 projects, one in 
Saskatchewan, two in Alberta, four in the Northwest Territories, 59 
in British Columbia and the remainder benefiting more than one 
province. The total value of this program was $4,623,000. No major 
capital projects were planned or undertaken. 


Total revenue for 1987/88 was $1,697,242, which compares favourably 
to revenue of $1,693,333 in fiscal year 1986/87. 


CHAPTER III — FINANCIAL REVIEW

Gross revenues in 1987/88 for the program were $10,496,000 which 
represent 35.5% of non-capital expenditures and 22.7% of total 
expenditures. Under the terms of the Public Harbours and Port 
Facilities Act, wharfingers and harbour masters receive a set 
commission rate on tariff revenues collected from their 
respective ports. The remaining funds are then paid into the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund of Canada. 


In 1987/88, 217 fee-of-office appointees represented Transport 
Canada at its public ports. Commission payments to appointees 
ranged from $43,988 to nil depending upon the level of traffic 
at the port and the activity of the appointee. For those 
appointees receiving commissions, the average annual commission 
paid was $2,537. Appreciation must be expressed to all 
appointees who provided sound port administration to the benefit 
of their community. 


Of the 576 sites identified within the program, 35 accounted for 
revenues of $8,448,502 or 80.7% of the gross revenues. 
Port-specific revenues provide a good indicator of the level of 
"commercial" activity at a port. They understate the level of 
total port activity, however, as many ports have larger volumes 
of smaller craft (e.g. fishing vessels) that use facilities but 
pay minimal fees.

ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS 


In 1987/88, Transport Canada received revenue or made expenditures at 
approximately one half of its 576 sites. In some cases these sites 
consist of only a proclaimed harbour without shore facilities or 
simply a land interest. Port infrastructure exists at 326 sites. 


All 1987/88 expenditures are reported on a modified cash basis 
consistent with the "Public Accounts" presentation. Specifically 
excluded are depreciation expense, accommodation provided by Public 
Works Canada, common services provided by Supply and Services Canada 
and grants-in-lieu of taxes paid by Public Works Canada. 


ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS (Cont ’d) 


To reconcile program expenditures shown in Public Accounts for the 
public wharves and harbours activity to those shown in this report 
for ports administered directly by the department, it is necessary 
to account for expenditures made with respect to harbour 
commissions. The calculation is shown below:

Schedule 4 provides a "Summary of Port Operations for Major 
Revenue-Generating Ports." The top 35 revenue generating ports were 
selected for illustrative purposes only. These 35 ports account for 
80.7% of gross revenues. 


Schedule 5 provides a "Port Specific Summary of Revenues and 
Expenditures.'' The ports chosen are representative of their 
respective provinces and include the larger revenue-generating 
ports. Against these revenues are charges for all identified 
operating expenditures as well as commissions. Each port was then 
allocated a portion of headquarters and regional office 
administrative costs as follows: 


= Administrative expenses from headquarters were split evenly 
among the five regions. 


= Within each region all administrative and indirect expenses, 
down to the area manager level, are considered regional overhead. 


ACCOUNTING CONVENTIONS (Cont ’d) 


— This amount was then distributed evenly among the sites in the 
region. 


= Where site specific costs were known, the overhead was adjusted 
accordingly. 


In Schedule 5, the following definitions and accounting conventions 

apply: 

1. Total revenue — revenue from all sources including harbour dues, 
wharfage, berthage, storage, licences, leases, recoveries and 


other. 


2. Commissions — fees paid to harbour masters and wharfingers, 
including CPP/UIC. 


3. Operating and maintenance - all port maintenance project 
expenditures including O&M dredging. 


4. Applied overheads - regional and headquarters expenses allocated 
in equal proportions to all sites. 


5. Total expenditures — all expenditures listed above. 


6. Operating income — total revenue minus commissions, operating 
and maintenance and other expenditures. 


7. Capital - all capital project expenditures including major 
capital, minor capital and capital dredging.
